The Union Pacific agrees to sell its 
1,266,500 shares of Southern Pacifico 
stock to its own stockholders and 
those of the Southern Pacific in what 
the govérnment regards as safe pro- 
portion. The Union Pacific will ac- 
quire the Central Pacific from the 
Southern Pacific givitg it an exten- 
sion from Ogden to the Pacific coast.

His retirement followed a year 
of fierce revolution, the principal fig- 
ure in which was Francisco I. Madero, 
member of. one of the wealthiest and 
most powerful Mexican families. 

Diaz did not surrender the reins of 
power directly to Madero, but to meet 
the constitutional requirements of a 
pepular choice of the president, Fran- 
cisco De La Barra, at the time ambas- 
sador at Washington, was placed in 
the executive office under a provision- 
al appointment until the Mexican peo- 
ple could exercise the function of 
electing a president.

KILLING OF REYES REMOVES 
BITTER OPPONENT OF MADERO 


The killing of General- Bernardo 
Reyes removes one of the most bitter 
and uncompromising opponents in 
Mexico to the Madero government. For 
over a year he had been in prison 
charged with treason in fomenting an 
uprising againet Madero. He had nev- 
er been tried, and as late as last Jan- 
uary it was reported that the govern- 
ment was in a quandary as to what 
should be done with him. Reyes had 
freely admitted his guilt, but it was 
sadd the Mexican government was 
afraid to punish him, believing that 
to do so would cause Reyes to be re- 
garded as a martyr; to give him a 
light sentence would make it incon- 
venient to impose heavy terms upon 
other offenders, and to exile him 
would be dangerous. It was Delieved 
in the Mexican capital that finally he 
would be released under an amnesty 
decree. 

Reyes was a soldier and statesman 
with a long record of achievements. 
He was born in Guadalajara about 62 
years ago. ‘ 

A few months prior to the outbreak 
of the Madero revolution, there were 
rumors of an uprising against Presi- 
dent Diaz in favor of Genera] Reyes, 
who was extremely popular through- 
out the republic. Diaz sent Reyes to 
a CN yn 


Europe, ostensibly to study military 
organization, but recalled him before 
the revolution of Madero had reached 
a crisis, When Reyés reached Mexico, 
however, Diaz had been forced to re- 
sign. Reyes then aligned himself with 
Madero and agreed to accept the port- 
folio of minister of war when Madero’'s 
cabinet was formed. Later, however, 
he decided himself to run for the presi- 
dency, but was overwhelmingly de- 
feated at the polls by Madero. 

Partisans of Reyes attempted to 
nullify the election of Madero, but 
failed, and Reyes went to Texas. There 
he started a revolution, and was pro- 
claimed provisional president of Mexi- 
co. This was in December,, 1911. 
After operating for a short time 
against the government forces,. Reyes 
surrendered to General Travino at 
Linarez. He asked no guarantee for 
himself, but pleaded for mercy for his 
followers. 

While preparing for his revolution 
against Madero, Reyes was arrested 
in San Antonio, Texas, charged with 
conspiring against a friendly govern- 
ment. He was released on heavy bail 
for his appearance for trial, and this 
bail was declared forfeited at Laredo 
last November while Reyes was in 


prison in Mexico. 
o 
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Madero took the oath as president of

Madero Denounced. 

There were many expressions of 
discontent and even in the Mexican 
congress Madero was denounced by 
name as guilty of wholesale nepotism 
and betrayal of the people who had 
elected him. Later these murmurings 
of discontent crystallized into open 
rebellion. The first manifestation of 
forcible opposition to the government 
occured in the north, in the country 
where Madero himself had inaugruated 
the revolution which had resulted in 
the overthrow of Diaz. The military 
governor in Chihauhua was General 
Orozco, who had been the principal 
military leader under Madero. He 
was soon induced to renounce his 
adherence to the Madero government 
by emissaries of Emillio Vasquez Go- 
mez, formerly a revolutionist with 
Madero, but later hig bitter enemy by 
reason of his defeat for the vice presi- 
dency. Wntrenched on American soll 
Gomez sought to foment a revolution 
against his former leader. He found 
Oronzco the man to command the re- 
bellious troops and soon the north of 
Mexico was in the flames of revolu- 
tion for the second time in a year. 

With large credits of money and the 
greater part of the late revolutionary 
forces supporting him, Madero began 
an active campaign against the rebels. 
But the movement spread with great 
rapidity, and within a few months 
rebel] bands appeared in different sec- 
tions of the country. Many different 
leaders appeared; their movements be- 
ing semi-independent. General Ber- 
nardo Reyes, who had been in com- 
mand of the army under the Diaz ad- 
ministration, made a fierce but short- 
lived demonstration in the northeast. 
His revolt soon collapsed, and he was 
made a prisoner in the City of Mexico. 
Captain Felix Diaz, a nephew of the 
former president, met with a similar 
fate in an uprising at Vera Cruz. 

The uprisings in the north led by 
Orozco, who afterward repudiated al- 
legiance to Gomez, and in the country 
south of the City of Mexico headed 
by Zapata brothers, proved more 
formidable, however, and they have 
continued with varying degrees of suc- 
cess until the present moment. Prob- 
ably to them may be attributed this 
last coup in the City of Mexico.

Believed That the Explorer Is 


on Board the Steamer 


Terra Nova. 


Wellington, N. Z., February 10.—The 
antarctic steamer Terra Nova arrived 


at Camaru, on the east coast of South 
island, N. Z., this morning. 

The Terra Nova sailed from Christ- 
church on December 14 last, to the 
relief of Captain Robert F. Scott’s 
antarctic expedition, It is belleved 
here that the steamer brings Captain 
Seott and his party back. 


It was expected that Captain Scott 
and his party would return to civiliza.- 
tion in February or March, having 
spent nearly three years in the ant- 
arctic. 

The Terra Nova brought the last 
news of Scott in April, 1902. It was 
that on January 3, 1902, Captain Scott, 
with a party of. four men, was 150 
miles from the Pole and were ad- 
vancing. He sent back the message: 

“I am remaining in the antarctic 
another winter in order to continue 
and complete my work.”

The active work of eradicating the 
cattle tick in twenty counties in north- 
west Georgia is to be resumed by Dr. 
Bahnsen, state vetinarian, early in 
March. This is the largest number of 
counties in which this work has been 
undertaken, .systematically, since the 
fight on the cattle tick which is costing 
Georgia annually $5,000,000, was. be- 
gun. 

In speaking of this work at the 
state capitol, Dr. Bahnsen said: “Just 
as soon as the cattle tick began to 
show itself, which will be early in 
March, we will begin our active work 
of driving it out and quarantining 
those counties free from the tick so 
that it cannot get back. 

“This campaign will include twenty 
counties in the northwest section of 
the state. We will resume our work 
in Elbert county, which is one of the 
largest counties in the state, in which 
this work of tick eradication was 
undertaken last year. 

‘It is recalled that in this campaign 
we have the active and hearty co- 
operation of an oil mill at Elberton, 
which, at’its own expense, has erected 
an up-to-date diping vat and a number 
of demonstrations as to the use and 
efficiency of such treatment have been 
shown.

BLUE-PRINTING ATLANTA. 


Atlantans who attended the lecture o? 
Charles W. Leavitt, Jr., at Taft Hall Satur- 
day evening came away with clear-cut con- 
- vietion of the profit and practicability of 
building cities by the carefully-thought-out 
blue-print method rather than by the scat- 
ter-bore process that still obtains in At- 
Janta. Mr. Leavitt, who is one of the most 
prominent landscape engineers in the coun- 
try and who visited Atlanta on the invita- 
tion of the Atlanta Improvement commis- 
sion, took his audience upon the top of the 
high mountain of imagination, figuratively 
speaking, and showed them the promised 
land of a city beautiful and a city practical 
that would be the reward of systematic 
rather than of haphazard planning. 

The moment is psychological for sound- 
ing a note of this nature in Atlanta. Every 
progressive influence in the city -is at at- 
tention upon matters civic. We are, each 
day, realizing more keenly the folly and the 
cost of our old practice of, building streets 
and structures and laying out improve- 
ments generally with an eye only to the 
minute. We are seeing the wisdom of the 
world’s great cities, such as those _ in- 
stanced by Mr. Leavitt, in first surveying 
their and their probable destiny, 
painstakingly preparing to meet both, 
then making each stroke, every dollar of 
expenditure count toward the éompletion of 
the plan.

But the strategic locatidn of the city, 
its command of power, of crude materials 
of every nature and its accessibility to 
points of domestic and international ship- 
ment, justify the expectation that Atlanta 
should become the foremost, or one of the 
foremost, industrial centers of the southero 
states. As The Constitution recently point- 
ed out, the cream of the Panama world 
trade will go, not to those southern cities 
that are depending almost solely upon their 
terminal facilities, but to the ones that pro- 
duce for through shipments those articles 
for which the opening of the canal will 
create a broad demand. 

In the interval between the present and 
the inauguration of the canal Atlanta has 
a breathing-space in which to prepare to 
reap, not only a lavish share of interna- 
tional trade, but southern and national 
business as well. The quickest way to in- 
crease the population, the pay rolls, and the 
aggregate wealth of this city is in the 
building up of diversified manufactures. 
That is the end to which tne industrial bu- 
reau of the chaniber will specifically direct 
its endeavors. 


A SHATTERED BOGIE. 


A leading New York banking house has, 
according to The Philadelphia Press, been 
taking a census of representative American 
business men touching their views as to 
the effect of tariff revision. Everywhere it 
unearths a uniform refusal to wax gloomy 
or distrustful over whatever may happen 
to commerce and industry as a result of 
slicing the schedules. Hope and good spirit 
is prevalent, save in those narrow and re- 
stricted circles where dwell the business 


Bourbons. 
Business and public sentiment is very 


like a mettlesome horse where it comes to 


facing change. Drive the thoroughbred 
along a dim road and he 1s apt to jump 
almost out of the craces at a paper waving 
in the wind or some fancied ghost in the 
pathway. Lead him closer to the obstruc- 
tion and he quickly recovers his serenity as 
he discovers its harmless nature. The 
simile applies to a noticeable extent be- 
tween business and tariff revision, aided, 
of course, by other influences. When busi- 
ness men were a long way off from revision 
and had not analyzed its effects closely, 
they were inclined to be nervous and elo- 
quent with forebodings. Now they know 
the folly of that apprehension and are com- 
placently preparing to adjust themselves to 
changed conditions. 

The tariff bogie has, indeed, been thor- 
oughly shattered by the events of the past 
three years. In the first place, those agen- 
cies due to be immediately affected by 
revision some time ago became convinced 
that, willing or otherwise, they would have 
to submit to a lowering of the tariff walls. 
They read that verdict in the growing dis- 
satisfaction of the nation and the repeated 
repudiation of the faithless republican 
party. It was known as a certainty, for 
instance, that democratic victory meant 
tariff revision and as long ago as last Sep- 
tember it was assured that nothing could 
prevent a democratic victory.

BINDING THE CONTINENTS. 


Andrew Carnegie told the Pan-American 
railway committee the other day that a 
railway uniting the two continents and run- 
ning their length would be a material influ- 
ence for peace on this hemisphere. It 
would be that, and more. Affording better 
facilities for communication, it would quick- 
en trade relations from Canada to the far- 
thest civilized tip of South America and 
dispel the diplomatic misunderstandings 
which now militate against this country’s 
securing its quota of business in the nations 
to the south of us. 

In Central America, an eighteen-mile 
link of rails will complete the highway from 
Guatemala City to New York.- Southward 
from Guatemala City to the Panama canal 
and on through into the other continent, 
progress is well advanced and expenditures 
to make a Pan-American railway a reality 
need not be excessively heavy. 

It would be a singular coincidence if 
the continents were severed by the Panama 
canal only to be united, in the commercial 
sense, by an inter-continental highway. Nor 
would the latter project in the least inter- 
fere with the canal. On the other hand 
it would help the business of the canal, for 
the closer the rail connection between 
North and South America, the greater the 
business by both rail and water.

This daily series of anecdotes and inci- 
dents that throw new, interesting and fre- 
quently dramatic light on famous events and 
personalities of the past have been collected 
by Mr. Edwards during nearly forty years 
of more or less intimate acquaintance with 
many of the country’s leaders since the civil 
war. Each anecdote or incident is fresh 
from Mr. Edwards’ notebook, and, either in 
whole or in part, it constitutes NEW NEWS 
OF YESTERDAY, garnéred from the men 
who made the news—the history—or from 
equally authoritative sources. As important 
contributions. of the “human interest” sort 
to American history, these articles have a 
distinctive value all their own. 


Some time in March, 1896, I was informed 
that there was only one contingency that 
would prevent the nomination at the St. 
Louis national repub- 
lican convention of 
William McKinley for 
president of the United 
States and of Thomas 
Brackett Reed for vice 
president. That contin- 
gency, I was told, was 
the refusahb of Mr. Reed 
to accept a nomination 
for vice president. 

At that time the late 
Thomas C Platt, who 
was then the leader of 
the New York state re- 
publican organization, 
was, or professed to be, 
strongly in favor of the 
nomination of Mr. Reed 
for the presidency. Mr. 
Platt professed to be- 
lieve that McKinley’s record as a friend of 
silver, although made at a time when a 
great majority of the members of the lower 
house of congress were friendly to silver, 
would make him an unacceptable candidate 
for the presidency to the great body of the 
republicans of the east. On the other hand 
Speaker Reed’s record as an opponent to 
the enlarged use of silver in our currency 
was a consistent one. 

It had always been the belief of the abler 
politicians that Mr. Platt had other reasons 
than those relating to Mr. Reed’s record upon 
silver for earnestly supporting Reed’s noml- 
nation for the presidency. 

“Suppose,” I asked, “the contingency actu- 
ally arises, McKinley is nominated for presi- 
dent, and Speaker Reed refuses to allow his 
name to go before the convention as a can- 
didate for vice president—who then will be 
nominated for vice president?’ 

I was talking to one of the leading finan- 
cial powers of the United States, a man sen- 
sitive about the appearance of his name in 
public print. It was with the understanding 
that I would not quote him in anything that 
I might write about the vice presidential 
nomination that he consented to tell me 
what the real “game of empire,” as it was 
by republican politics in 1896, 
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E. J. Edwards.

“The ticket that will be nominated In St. 
Louis will, I have good reasons for knowing, 
not be McKinley and Reed, but it will be 
McKinley and Hobart—Garrett A. Hobart, of 
New Jersey,” he said. “It is high time that 
a first-class business man be nominated for 
vice president.

No man can 
afford to take that office whose entire con- 
duct of life has not been absolutely honor- 
able. Now it would not be honorable for me 
to permit the use of my name in that con- 
nection because I am strongly convinced that 
the republican who should be nominated for 
vice president is Speaker Reed. That would 
be a splendid ticket—Willlam McKinley for 
president and Thomas B, Reed for vice presi- 
dent.’ 

“‘Rut suppose Reed will not have it? His

willl Henry Harrison was one of the 
most successful of all the eminent gentie- 
men throughout history who came back. 

In 1828, after a long and honorable public 
career, he retired from service at the age of 
55 to devote his old age to the purchase of 
shoes, food and college educations for his 
extensive family. For twelve years he re- 
mained a private citizen, after which he came 
back at the age of 67 and was elected presi- 
dent of the United States. 

This was a great feat in itself, but in 
1888, when William Henry returned to the 
white house once more in the shape of a 
Srandson, the world rose up again and ad- 
mitted unanimously that he was king of 
comebackers. | 

William Henry Harrison was born in Vir- 
ginia in 1773. He had a good start, his 
father having been one of the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence. He attended 
college and fought Indians for amusement 
during his youth. The supply of red men 
running out he migrated to Ohio and, after 
waiting patiently about until he reached the 
constitutional age, he went to congress as 
territorial delegate from Ohio. 

A little later Harrison was made super- 
intendent of, Indian affairs. He superin- 
tended with great vigor and success, using 
the soft, sweet words peoullar to diplomacy 
whenever possible and the swift, devastating 
sabre swat in other cases. In 1811 he secured 
extensive peace among the Indians by eradi- 
cating them at the battle of Tippecanoe. He 
afterwards used his petuliar style of mili- 
tary argument on the British and lammed 
them all over the northwest with the great- 
est eloquence, becoming a major-general dur- 
ing the operation. 

After the war Harrison retired to a life 
of peace in the house of representatives and 
the senate, He raised 10 children and had 
begun the accumulation of a vast collection 
of grandchildren when, at the age of 67, he 
was called to lead the whig campaign. He 
did this with such vigor that the nation 
swarmed with log cabins and swam in hard 
cider all fall and the next spring he was 
inaugurated president—the first president to 
come from west of Virginia and north of the 
Ohio river. 

Harrison was the oldest president inaugu- 
rated then or since and the office holders

should have had some mercy on him, but 
they didn’t. He had fought Indians with 
impunity all his life, but one month after 
the hungry horde of politicians descended 
on him he gave up and died with thankful- 
ness. His successful early life and sad fate 
have, together, prevented many an Amerit- 
can boy from seéking the presidency and 
has sent him out to Keokuk, Iowa, or beyond 
to hunt Indians as a life work instead. 


A City Within a City. 


(From The Wall Street Journal.) 

On the opening of all the main portions of 
the Grand Central terminal, on Sunday, the 
temporary station on Lexington avenue, be- 
neath the old Grand Central palace, will be 
closed, and within a day or two the work of 
tearing down that ancient structure will 
be begun. As so00n as the site has been 
cleared construction of the southérn portion 
of the office building, the last “bite” of the 
railroad terminal proper will go forward. 
This will complete the office building solidly 
from Forty-third to Forty-fifth streets. At 
its north end it is connected by housed 
bridges above the ground floor with the 
north end of the station building, which also 
consists of railroad offices. 

Aside from the office building only the 
incoming terminal under the Biltmore hotel, 
now being erected, the elevated street around 
the station building and the viaduct across 
Forty-second street have yet to be com- 
pleted. As far as the traveling public is con- 
cerned, these. will not be greatly missed, 
though the incoming terminal and the loop 
tracks proceeding from it are necessary to 
realize the full train capacity of 200 per 
hour, and the elevated street on the east 
side is required for the complete accommo- 
dation of vehicular traffic to and from the 
terminal. North and southbound traffic on 
Park avenue will pass around on the west 
elevated street only. 

Of the estimated cost of the terminal and 
its transportation appurtenances of $90,000,- 
000, approximately $81,000,000 has been paid 
out. This consists, roughly of the following 
items: Cost of the ground, $22,000,000; termi!- 
nal improvements to date, $30,000,000; elec- 
trification of lines within the electric zone, 
$16,000,000; grade separation, realignment 
and other improvements connected with elec- 
trification, $13,000,000. Completion of the 
office building, the viaduct and the loop 
tracks and work done but not yet paid for 
will increase this total to about the amount 
of the estimate. Moreover, a portion of the 
cost of both the Biltmore and the hotel to 
be erected at Forty-second street and Lex- 
ington avenue, where the old hospital build- 
ing now stands, will have to be charged to 
the railroad terminal, as the incoming sta- 
tion will partly underlie the Biltmore and 
the loop tracks will cut under one corner of 
the other hotel. 

These figures are of total cost from the 
beginning of the terminal, not simply of the 
substitution of the new terminal for the old. 
The ground included in the old terminal 
was carried on the. company’s books at ap- 
proximately $8,000,000 and the building at 
$2,500,000. When the old building was torn 
down this latter amount was charged off to 
profit and loss, that is, taken out of the 
company’s capitalization. 

In the more remote future the revenue to 
be derived from rentable buildings to be 
erected over the yards will come in to offset, 
largely if not wholly, the interest cost of 
what is now undoubtedly one of the coun- 
try’s two most luxurious railroad stations. 
Already the Adams Express building and the 
new rand Central palace have begun to 
contribute toward this end. The Biltmore 
ho®l will come next, and after it the United 
cigar stores building at Forty-second street 
and Vanderbilt avenue, the Yale club and 
the ag ra commercial hotel on Lexington 
avenue. It may take ten years to show the 
world such a curiosity as a self-sustaining 
big oy passenger terminal, but the interest 
on $90,000,000 or $100,000,000 is worth the at-

WAS RICHARD REALLY 
“LION-HEARTED?” 


Was Richard I. of England really entitled 
to the name of “Coeur de Lion,” or “The 
Lion-Hearted?” This is very often ques- 
tioned today in view of the change in judg- 
ment that the modern world takes upon 
those in power in the past. If he were a 
ruler today he would not pass for a hero, 
but would rather be put down as a 
ruffian. There ia very little in either 
his life or during his reign that is to 
be commended, and it was no doubt due to 
his own arrogance that the chroniclers of 
his period threw about him so much glory, 
so much credit and such a halo of praise for 
his bravery. 

It is one of the singular mysteries of his- 
tory how this man came to be so much 
lauded, for the story of his reign is filled 
with the most villainous atrocities. Instead 
of Richard the Lion-Hearted, according to 
our modern ideas, he should be called 
Richard the Ruffian. And yet he has 
been enthusiastically praised by both poets 
and novelists for virtues which he never 
dreamed of possessing. Shakespeare says of 
him: : 
“Yet looks he like a King; behold his eye, 
As bright as is the eagle's, lightens forth 
Controlling majesty.” 

Richard no doubt possesses the “eagle 
eye,” but always for his own aggrandize- 
ment, and it seems to have been hypnotic, if 
we are to judge of the many good things 
that have been unnecessarily written about 
this very bad ruler. 

In the first place, when he was only a 
boy of fifteen he joined in a rebellion against 
his father. But when this rebellion failed 
the good parent took the son in his arms 
and fully forgave him. ‘He was repaid for 
his parental affection by having the son turn 
against him ten years later, and by joining 
hands with the French king forced Henry 
II. to sign a peace treaty. This humiliation, 
and at the hands of a son whom he loved, 


was too much for the old monarch, and two 
| days after the signing he died of a broken 
heart. 

Richard had spent most of his time in 

France, and could not speak the English 
language when he ascended the throne. No 
sooner had he taken possession than he 
wrung from the English nation large sums 
} Of money and kept them constantly at war- 
fare. When they rebelled and there were 
murmurings against the murderer-king, 
Richard took upon himself the task of trying 
to win their favor by repentance, and added 
deceit to his other crimes by almost daily 
visiting the grave of his dead father and 
weeping in maudlin fashion. 
_ He had not ruled two months before he 
joined in the crusade to win back the Holy 
Land from the Saracens. This venture would 
require a great amount of money, and the 
English nation was impoverished. But that 
made little difference to him, so he at once 
began overtaxing the people, and sold back 
England’s rulership of Scotland which his 
father had won by hard fighting. 

But Richard cared little, and after having 
done all the harm he could he started for 
the Holy Land. There were other nations 
interested in the project and, strange as it 
may seem, of the many chiefs in the various 
crusades, none, perhaps, won as much fame 
as Richard, and with so little justification. 
He accomplished nothing beside the capture 
of one Saracen city. This city was Acre, and 
when the terms of its surrender were not 
fulfilled to his liking, he retaliated by 
massacreing 2,700 helpless Saracen prisoners 
whom he had captured. 

He won his title of “The Lion Heart” 
from certain deeds of ferocious courage in 
Palestine, and yet it was largely his fault 
that the leaders quarreled among themselves 
and failed to conquer the Holy City. When 
he gave up the idea of the crusade, and de- 
cided to return home, he was shipwrecked 
and was captured and imprisoned by Arch- 
duke Leopold, of Austria. He was turned 
over to the German emperor, and lay in 
prison for months, and bought his freedom 
only by betraying his people in swearing to 
hold the English throne as a mere servant 
of'the emperor. This is hardly the act of a 
“Coeur de Lion.” Many other English kings 
would be entitled in full right to get this 
honorable nickname, but surely not Rich- 
ard I. 

During his entire reign of ten years Rich- 
ard had spent only four months in his own 
country, which he had completely impover- 
ished and had done nothing for it in return. 
It is a mystery how for so many centuries 
the great English writers have insisted that 
Richard was the “Lion Heart” instead of one 
of the worst ruffians that has ever sat on 
the English throne.

The United States department of agricul- 
ture took note of the new culture, and 
stepped in with some scientific experiments, 
with the result that this valley was pro- 
nounced one of the best-known districts on 
the globe for growing long staple cotton. 
Those planters who have followed the gov- 
ernment experts, rooting out their short, 
staple plants and selecting proper seed, are 
growing splendid crops of long bender cot- 
ton, and getting net returns all the way 
from $30 to $60 per acre. 

There are many of these “cotton patches,” 
80 to 250 acres in size, that are\ yielding 
one and a half, but more frequently two 
bales, to the acre. And the price they get 
for the staple averages around 20 cents per 
pound. | 

Around here there are some 1,700 acres in 
cotton, easily cultivated with modern, labor- 
saving implements, worked in the field and 
picked by Hindoo laborers, of whom there 
are plenty to meet demands at cheap wages. 

Both this district and that of Arizona, 
where Egyptian cotton is grown, are limited 
in area and by the irrigation supplies, but 
those who are able to engage in the culture 
of the staple are assured of constant pros-

“The statement that the government 
will lose $6,000,000 on the Salt river 
project is absurd,” declared Director 
Newell tonight. “It will collect every 
dollar it has invested there if the pres- 
ent law is not changed. As for the 
charges against reclanfation officials 
any man mentioned will welcome in- 
vestigation by honest and competent 
men Not one charge has been made 
in this report but @an be absolutely 
refuted. Probably no bureau has 
been investigated oftener. Its struct- 
ures are among the great works of 
our times; its efficiency and economy 
of administration has received the 
praise of its investigators. 

“It is a poor 
performance of duty 
to submit to an attack so partisan 
and unfair as contained in this re- 
port which bears no signature. It 
looks like another adroit attack on 
conservation,: the kind its friends ex- 
pect with every change of administra- 
tion.

MURDER IS CHARGED 
TO LEGISLATOR LONG 


Aiken, 8, C., February 9.—Tuesday 
morning the case against Hugh Long, 
member of the legislature from Aiken 
county, will be called in the court of 
general sessions on the charge of mur- 
dering Pickens Gunter, a cousin of 
Solicitor R. L. Gunter. 

The tragedy was the finale of a hot 
political fued in Wagner township, in 
which Long was vigorously opposed in 
his race for the legislature. On one 
occasion his newspaper office was 
broken into and his desk rifled. Later, 
he said, an effort was made to burn 
him out, and word was sent to him 
that if he returned to Wagner from 
Aiken 
town. 

Eventually he did go back home on 
September 28, after the second primary 
election, and about 6 o'clock in the 
afternoon he and Pickens Gunter 
quarreled On the street, when Lonzg 
mortally wounded Gunter. 

A crowd of Gunter’s friends quickly 
formed and tried to get Long, who 
had armed and barricaded himself in 
his office. He held the crowd off and 
prevented himself being lynched until] 
the sheriff and a deputy arrived.

A 
lawyer, whose name has dvecn promi- 
nently mentioned in connection with 
the giift investigations, 's a _ third 
man whose indictment ts expected. 

The connection of the others swith 
the graft revelations in the detailed 
confessions of Patrolman Eugene Fox 
and Captain Thomas Walsh could not 
be learned tonight. As a result of 
Walsh’s statements to District Atter- 
ney Whitman, Police Commissioner 
Waldo has already suspended Inspector 
Dennis Sweeney and _ several police 
captains and lesser officers. 

The physician attending Captain 
Walsh reported tonight that his pa- 
tient would be able to go to the dis- 
trict attorney’s qffice tomorrow, where 
other witnesses have also been sum- 
moned, Walsh is expected to add 
much tv his confession of last week, 
in which he implicated “men higher 
up” in the police department, and it is 
believed that the testimony he will 
give tomorrow will result in the in- 
dictment of an inspector. With this 
indictment obtained, District Attorney 
Whitman will go “higher,” according 
to intimations from his office, and be- 
fore the end of the week ian indictment 
against 2 civillan official at  nolirce 
headquarters may be looked for, it was 
said.

RULE COTTON MARKET 


Signs of Better Spot Demand 
and Prices Steady—Weath-. 
er Not Satisfactory. 


New Orleans, February 9%.—Develop- 
ments in the spot department and 
weather conditions over the belt prom- 
ised to be the most interesting fea- 
tures in the cotton market this week, 
and probably will have more to do 
with the course of prices than any 
other factors. The market has decided 
that the war in the Balkans is not 
vital, and is paying very little atten- 
tion to it; there is also less disposition 
to listen to utterances from traders in 
the stock market. 

What the trade wants to know more 
about ts the disposition of what is left 
of this last season's growth of cotton 
and also what farmers are going to 
do in the way of planting for the ap- 
proaching season. There are signs of

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a better spot demand, and prices are, 
steady, but whether the improvement 


is to be material and permanent re- - 


mains to be seen. Anything bearing 
on this situation that may throw more 
light on it will have a tendency to 
move prices one way or the other in 


the contract market this coming week. | 


Weather conditions of late have not 
been satisfactory. The cotton belt has 
received all the winter rain it needed, 
and temperatures have, at times, been 
low enough to conserve moisture in the 
soil and to lead to the conclusion that 
insect life hag been destroyed on the 
average scale. Winter plowing has 
been carried on to some extent, but it 
has not been possible in somé sections, 
and farmers are beginning to com- 
plain that continued rains are making 
their new crop preparations backward. 
What is wanted from now until the 
time of planting is fairly warm ana 
dry weather, with only occasional light 
showers to Keep the top of the ground 
in working condition. Good weather 
condition this coming week will en- 
courage the short side, while more 
rain and cold weather will cause much 
bullish talk about a backward season. 
Probably the market will be more 
easily influenced in a bullish than in 
a bearish way by weather accounts.
